has been proven that care and cost 
of keeping animals is amply repaid 
and always in proportion to the 


) amount expended. It is not enough, 


therefore, that stock be kept alive 
through the Winter, but the suc- 
cessful steckman will aim to keep 


growing condition, well aware 
that healthy dams are more apt tc 
have healthy young, and as he 
must look to the increase for his 
future prosperity and future herd, 
it will pay him to care for them 
before they are ready to eat hay. 
The stockman of to-day has 
leatiied that cooked food and wa- 
ter with the chill taken off, will save 
enough raw food to more than pay 
the expense of the extra labor. 
They have tound that saving ans- 
wers well when earnings are small, 
and that stock when ¢iven shelter 


means the curtailment of big range 
herds, the breaking up of much of 
the haphazard range routines and 
the establishment of a system that 
will raise more cattle, with fewer 
losses than the State has ever be- 
fore seen. The experimental sta- 
tion at Fort Collins, called the Ag- 
ricultural College, has lately issued 
“Bulletin No. 2” that gives stock- 
men many valuable pbdints relative 
to the value of various forage plants 
and grasses. Thirty-four varieties 
of cultivated grasses have been 
tried, and of that number only five 
have failed to produce a geod 
stand. The varieties of worth that 
succeed best are timothy, orchard, 
Kentucky blue, red top, the vg tarae | 
English and Italian rye and Hun- 
garian Brome. The best for pasture 
is a mixture of several kinds of 
clover. Alfalfa is placed at the 


ment made from October to De- 
cember, regarding its fattening 
qualities, it was found that alfalfa- 
fed animals gained 20 pounds over 
stock fed onréd clover. ‘The latter, 
animals ate 1,053 pounds more of 
the’ red cloverthan the others did 
of alfalfa, and the test, although 
incomplete, is still interesting as 
showing the value of the lucerne 
for forage. 

Sorghum, peas, corn, buckwheat, 
barley, wheat and millets have been 
tested thoroughly, and all done’ 
well, and as they are all excellent 
stock feed, the ranchman must 
have queer soil that some of them 
will not fit. 

‘One common mistake of ranch- | © 
men is the feeding of too much 
corn to horses. If you intend fat- 
tening your ‘horses for beef er a 
prize fat stock show, corn is excel- 
lent, but a corn-fed animal will 
never have the endurance or mus- 
cular development of one that is 
fed barley, wheat or oats. We 
bicat our horses’ bellies with corn, 
bandage their muscles with fat,and 
then wonder why the little scrawny 
Arabian horse is their superior in 
all that makes a horse useful. We 
haye yet much to learn, but one 
cannot take a theory and shapé 
Nature to it, although if he will he 
may learn to find Nature’s law and 
from it frame a correct method of 
improvement.

Be it enacted, ett, That after ninety

ber, .1880, but- after said ninety 
de all Ghisiese laborers, without re- 
rd to previous residence in the 
pited States shall be sub to the 
conditions and restrictions in the Acte. 
of Congress relating to the entry of 
| Chinese into the Uuited Sates. 

Section 2. That the certificates pro- 
vided by the act of May 2, 1882, be de- 
livered to Chinese departing from the 
United States for the purpose of iden- 
tification on their return, sball, after 
the passage of this Act, be such as the 
Secretary of the ‘Lreasury shall from 
time to time prescribe; and the Secfe- 
tary of the Treasury shall have power 
to wake all needtul rules and regula- 
tions to prevent the entry into the 
United Sta'es of anv Chinese who ere 
denied the right so to enter by any 
Act of Congress. All Acts of Congress 
relating to the entry of Chinese into 
the United States are hereby amended 
so as to conform to this Act. 


Disposition of Public Lands. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The sub- 
committee of tre Public Lands Com- 
mittee has framed a bill for the dispo- 
sition of public lands. All the public 
domain is divided into agricuitural, 
timber, mineral, desert and reserved 
mineral lands, to be disposed of as 
heretofore. 

Timber lands are not to be sold, but 
the timber on every 40-acre tract shall 
be sold to the highest bidder, who 
sball be allowed six yearsto remove 
the timber. Bids shall be received 
staled atthe local land office in the 
district wherein the timber to be sold 
is locaied. After the removal of the 
timber the land shall be reclassified 
and a sete of as such lands. 

The rt Land law,as amended, 

uires persons desiring to enter such 
lands to filea map showing the pro- 
posed plan of irrigation and to be com- 
sang to expend on such 'rrigation not 
ess than $1 per acre each year for three 
years, and at the end of three years to 
filea map showing the improvement 
made, and one-eighth of the tract en- 
tered shall be cultivated. 

Agricultural lands shall be disposed 
of under the Homesteai laws, which 
are amended to prohibit any person 
who owns a hoime in any Siatce to enter 
a homestead ip another State or Terri- 
tory, prescribesa fine of not le s than 
$100 nor more than $1,000 on persons 
setting fire to or in any iliegal way re- 
moving timber from public lands, and

Wasboe Indians, who are ekingout

Were my words for you alone, it 
would-be useless to use many in ex- 
plaining their almost he!plese and 
destitute condition, as you have 
seen respecting them all that I 
have. 

They are so few in number-—only 
from 500 to 700, all told—ae not to 
be treated as a tribe, only as a no- 


madic band, by other Indians and 
by the whites. They bave no reser- 
vation; no lands in any sense; no 
hors's (they are not permitted by 
the Piutes that boon); no agricu 
tural implements; in fact, no means 
of producing anything on which to 
| subsist, but to that end must look 
to the pive-put tree and to hunting 
and fishing. If they get aught be- 
sidex, it is the offering of unoerzan- 
ized individual charity. ‘The terri- 
tury they are permitted to rove over 
aud live upon is pretty well settied 
up by white people, so that the pine- 
nut will soon beextinct, and nothing 
left for them but rabbits and fish/ 
The General Goveruvment neither 
feeds, clothes nor educates them, 
few aud feeble as they are, while ‘it 
opene its vaults aud school-houses to 
tribes more powerful and less needy. 
Permit me to cail your atteation 
to the tee terse and truthful 
(excerpt from a letter by Hon. C. 8. 
| Young, ex-Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction for this State, to 
Hon. John D. ©. Atkins, United 
States Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs: ‘‘For the Wasboes, a tribe(?) 
of Indians located chiefly in Carson 
Valley, the National Government 
does vot provide either a reserva- 
tion or a school; does not expend 
one dollar per annum in care of 
them or for their civilization. 
ibere is no apparent reasou why 
these friendly Indians should be 
entirely neglected by the nation in 
the distribution of favors. They 
could be taught the principles un- 
derlying oure Vilinetion. but asit is, 
witbout lands, without farming 
implemeots or the means to secure 
them, without nei kind of an edu- 
cation, without any encouragement 
whatever, these a ashoes are public 
beneficiaries — ites on the 
gravaries of the farmers and the 
panotries of the towuspeople.”’ 
Convgreaa should at maa feed and 
clothe them, and to do so with cer- 
tuinty it seems to me that the 
means to do so should be placed in 
the hands of some perfectly relisble 
party or parties who would properly 
apply the same. And as the Piutes 
are bitter enemies of the Washoes, 
it would be well for the agent of 
the former to have nothing to do 
with aid extended to the latter. 
Allow me to sulicit that you urge 
this matter upon the early atten- 
tion of Congress, and to hope that, 
for the sake of bumanity, your ef- 
forts will be crowned with success.

The owners 
don’t see this; they are rich men, 
who evidently believe their per- 
sonal interests alone should be 
cared for. The mining regions have 
never sent a mau ‘to Congress to 
care for their in erests, and on 
every hand is a house divided 
against itself, and will so remain 
uotil mine-owners show their em- 
ployes that they have some thought 
for the comfort of those who toil.

you a few pointers that are not cur- 


rent information in reference to 
branding, which is generally prac- 
ticed all over the western country 
and in all other countries where 
herds are large, and fences few and 
far between. You have, no doubt, 
noticed the difference in the size of 
the brands made with the same iron 
and in the same herds, some of 
them being no larger than the iron, 
while others are several times as 
large and extend all over the side 
of the brute and amount to ugly, 
unsightly distigurements. As all 
brands in the same herd are made 
with the same iron, and usually on 
calves of nearly the same age, there 
must be a reason why some of the 
scars never grow larger than the 
point on the iron and why others 
by the time the animal attains its 
growth be from 50 to 150 per cent. 
larger. Now from large experience 
and extensive observation, I am 
prepared to say that the diTerence 
is ascribable to the influence of the 
moon. I think there is no question 
but that. when cattle are branded 
in the dark of the moon, the brand 
will never, no matter how large 
the animal may grow, get larger 
than the dimensions of the iron 
used. On the other hand, I am 
equally certain that when calves 
are branded in the light of the 
moon the scar will spread, and the 
lighter the moon the greater will 
be the spread. Some time ago 
there was.a lawsuit involving the 
ownership of a lot of cattle ina 
western county. I wasa witness 
inthe case. The plaintiff sued for 
possession of a portion of cattle in 
defendant’s herds. The brands of 
the parties to the suit were the 
same, with the exception that 
plaintiff's was the larger. 
was great disparity in the size of 
the scars on defendant’s cattle and 
in those having the large scars 
plaintiff laid claim, on the ground 
that if they had been branded with 
the small iron used by defendant 
the scars never would, could or 
should have been so large. The 
defense was that all of defendant’s 
cattle were branded with the same 
iron, the branding season extend- 
ing over a period of several weeks, 
and that owing to the well-known 


| influence of the moon, some of the 
scars had remained of the size of 


the iron, while others had grown 
to several times its size. Expert 
testimony was then introduced, 
and thirteen men swore that the 
moon does influence the size of the 
scar produced by a branding iron. 
The plaintiff was, of course, caat, 
and the influence of the moon on 
branding thereby received judicial 
recognition. C. W. Merchant, who 
is now flat on his back with a 


broken leg at Abilene, says that he 
disfigured hundreds of horses be- 
fore he ascertained that it was nec- 
essary to consult the moon before 
branding his colts. But for several 

ears past he has done his brand- 
ing in the dark of the moon, and 
when he goes to sell his horses
